In our catalog under the heading 8UQGESTI0N8 TO PARENTS, 
we ask that students return to school on days designated 
on the calendar and that they remain in school until the 
day and time of day appointed for vaoation This announ¬ 
cement is also made to students two weeks before vacation 
begins and on the day before vaoation begins., Ea axe 
glad to make exceptions if the distance traveled is 
great enough to require it or if the oause is very urgent.. 

Every vacation this regulation is violated Always some 
parents want vacation to begin early end almost always 
Home students to return early.. This irregularity e a 
very disturbing factor to our program^ 

In the first plaoe, we must treat all students alike 

and. all students would like to get off a day early, 
iiany of them can find good reasons for the procedure . 

It may seem a little strange, but the same fching is true 
about returning after vacation. This too is very incon¬ 
venient, 7/e plan to have the buildings in good condition 
when students return. One boy returning early leaves 
lights on, traoks up the building, and very frequently 
oauses ub very much more inoonvenienoe than it would have 
cost parents to make the adjustment., 

7/a do not intend to turn students away who return early 
We must, however, charge for their inoonvenienoe in a way 
a little more commensurate with the trouble it actually 
cau868o We shall, therefore, not charge students returning 
early less than $3 a day exoept in situations where we 
have definitely planned for an early return*

j'o are beginning to make plans for the corning year for 
the enrollment of boys in the schoo 1 and, although v/e know it 
hasbeen a difficult year for many of us, yet we are hoping that it
